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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


of  Maltby  Urban  District 


There  are  1,400  people  of  pensionable  age  in  Maltby  and  the  great 
majority  are  perfectly  able  to  fend  for  themselves.  Many  are  in 
employment  or  are  fully  occupied  in  running  their  homes#  A  considerable 
number  are  able  to  carry  on  comfortably  with  a  little  help  from  relatives 
and  friends#  They  are  no  problem  to  the  social  services  devoted  to  the 
care  of  the  elderly. 

Where  the  difficulty  arises  is  in  the  elderly  who  are  disabled  by 
physical  or  mental  infirmities  and  who  cannot  live  without  support# 

The  most  seriously  disabled  of  these  are  in  the  geriatric  wards  of  Badsley 
Moor  Lane  and  Oakwood  Hall  Hospitals#  Less  seriously  incapacitated  are 
in  the  Warden  Schemes  provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  the  County 
Council#  Many  more  are  attended  in  their  own  homes  by  family  doctors, 

Home  Nurses,  Home  Helps  and  dependent  upon  their  retiral  pensions', 

National  Assistance  payments  and  all  the  other  services  organised  for 
the  benefit  of  the  community. 

Supervisory  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  to  this  group  of  disabled 
people  show  that  the  attention  they  are  receiving  improves  steadily  year 
by  year.  Representations  made  by  the  Health  Department  for  extra 
allowances  for  fuel,  clothing,  bedding,  food,  cleaning  materials  and 
fireguards  received  immediate  and  sympathetic  attention  from  National 
Assistance  Officers. 

Keen  efforts  are  made  to  keep  the  elderly  supplied  with  spectacles, 
dentures,  hearing  aids,  trusses,  walking  aids,  wheelchairs  and  nursing 
equipment . 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  fully  utilised,  there  is  an  extensive 
chiropody  scheme  and  the  Home  Help  Service  is  expanded  every  year. 

There  are  gaps  in  the  services  provided  as  might  be  expected. 

The  most  difficult  cases  to  provide  for  are  the  elderly  patients  with 
mental  confusion#  It  is  unfair  to  certify  these  cases  under  the  Mental 
Health  Acts  and  undesirable  for  them  to  be  sent  to  hospitals  for  the 
mentally  ill#  If  they  gain  admission  to  hostels  for  the  elderly,  they 
usually  make  the  other  inmates  thoroughly  unhappy.  If  left  at  home, 
which  is  what  they  mostly  prefer,  the  neighbours  and  relatives  are  apt 
to  keep  up  a  constant  complaint. 

It  would  seem  that  a  new  type  of  institution  is  required  for 
elderly  patients  with  the  worst  forms  of  mental  confusion  and  also  that 
a  greater  tolerance  is  needed  towards  cases  with  milder  symptoms  who  are 
kept  at  home. 

One  of  the  principles  in  the  care  of  the  elderly  is  that  they  should 
be  supported  at  home  and  that  institutional  admission  should  be  avoided 
where  this  is  possible.  A  life  of  inactivity  impairs  their  chances 
of  survival,  particularly  when  it  means  confinement  to  bed.  Too  much 
attention  from  other  people  takes  away  their  interests  and  too  much  of 
their  incentive  to  live. 

In  this  endeavour  to  keep  the  elderly  at  home,  still  more  assistance 
has  to  be  given.  Home  Helps’  attention  over  the  week-ends  cne  way 
in  which  this  could  bo  done.  The  number  of  Home  Helps  available  at- 
week-ends  is  very  limited  at  present  as  they  have  difficulty  in  travelling 
to  cases  on  Sundays. 


Again,  some  system  of  automatic  heating  in  the  home  would  he 
of  great  help.  Lighting  a  coal  fire  and  keeping  it  going  requires 
great  effort  from  some  elderly  people  and  electric  storage  heaters  with 
thermostatic  and  time  controls  would  solve  many  problems.  The 
delivery  of  meals  to  the  home  is  another  scheme  which  requires  serious 
consideration. 

The  number  of  elderly  people  in  the  population  is  increasing  every 
year,  so  also  is  the  number  who  live  alone  and  the  number  who  require 
material  help.  An  expansion  of  the  social  services  is  necessary  just 
to  keep  pace  with  this  increasing  demand.

The  largest  group  of  accidents  of  children  under  5  years  is  still  burns 
and  scalds  and  overdose,  chiefly  of  aspirins. 

Visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  these  cases  are  now  sought  for  and 
expected  by  the  families.  Individual  advice  is  given  in  all  cases  and 
suitable  leaflets  distributed.

Sheffield,  or  by  the  Health  Visitor  for  financial  help  either  by  cash 
grants  from  the  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation  or  by  recommendations  to  the 
National  Society  for  Cancer  Relief  for  a  weekly  allowance  and,  in  some  cases, 
an  initial  grant  to  purchase  necessities  such  as  bedding,  etc.  These  grants 
are  disbursed  from  the  Divisional  Office,  either  direct  to  the  patient  or 
in  some  cases,  to  the  Health  Visitor,  who  then  purchases  the  items  required. 

Chiropody 

Fourteen  chiropodists  operating  from  19  Centres  serve  the  Divisional 
area.  Twenty  per  cent  of  old  age  pensioners  receive  chiropody  treatment 
and  there  is  evidence  that  the  scheme  is  reaching  a  position  of  stability 
after  steady  annual  increases.

Essentially,  tuberculosis  is  a  declining  disease.  The  persistently 
high  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  tends  to  cause  confusion 
because  screening  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  has  brought  in  many  cases 
of  a  mild  type  who  previously  would  have  escaped  recognition. 


The  really  important  cases  from  the  public  health  point  of  view 
are  the  pulmonary  cases  with  infectious  sputum.  These  cases  are  better 
controlled  than  ever  before  with  antibiotic  drugs,  surgery  and  hospital 
isolation  so  that  the  spread  of  infection  is  less  among  the  community  and 
added  impetus  is  given  to  the  decline  in  tuberculous  deaths. 


There  is  no  difficulty  in  examining  contacts.  People  are  only  too 
willing  to  attend  for  x-ray,  skin  tests  and  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  attendance  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
of  all  school  leavers  with  strongly  positive  tuberculin  skin  tests.  Their 
chest  x-rays,  however,  were  all  negative. 

Efforts  to  persuade  elderly  men  and  women  to  attend  public  chest  x-ray 
sessions  were  not  particularly  successful. 


Mass  Radiography 

In  the  visits  paid  to  this  Division  this  year,  only  930  persons 
attended  the  public  sessions  and  72  chest  abnormalities  were  discovered, 
including  1  active  case  of  tuberculosis.  The  most  frequent  complication, 
as  might  be  expected  in  a  coal-mining  area,  was  pneumoconiosis.

The  Chest  Clinic  deals  with  Rotherham  Borough  as  well  as  this  Division  and 
the  only  cases  given  extra  nourishment  in  Rotherham  Borough  are  a  handful  of 
cases  receiving  occasional  help  from  the  After-Care  Committee.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Psychiatric  Social  Clubs 


In  the  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963,  reference  was  made 
to  the  suspension  of  meetings  of  the  Maltby  Psychiatric  Social  Club  due  to 
certain  building  operations  in  progress  at  the  Training  Centre.  The  work 
has  now  been  completed  and  it  is  hoped  to  arrange  for  meetings  to  be  resumed, 
with  the  Training  Centre  as  the  venue,  when  the  vacant  appointment  of  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  for  this  Division  has  been  filled. 

Training  Centre 

The  service  the  Centre  provides  appears  to  be  more  widely  appreciated 
amongst  the  parents  of  sub-normal  children  and  whilst  cases  occasionally  arise 
where  there  is  a  marked  reluctance  or  stubborn  refusal  to  allow  children  to 
attend,  there  is,  on  the  whole,  a  greater  readiness  to  accept  the  care  and 
training  available.  There  was  a  high  rate  of  admission  during  the  year  and 
the  total  number  of  trainees  in  attendance  increased  from  88  to  111.  One 
child  only  was  awaiting  entry  on  31st  December  and  admission  in  this  case  has 
since  been  effected. 

The  Special  Care  Unit,  which  was  opened  on  3rd  February,  had  an  initial 
intake  of  3  patients;  this  number  had  increased  to  15  at  the  year  end.  The 
Unit  has  proved  to  be  of  great  help  and  has  enabled  the  parents  of  the  low 
grade  subnormal  children  it  accommodates  to  cope  more  effectively  with  their 
particular  problem  and  difficulties;  it  has  been  of  such  assistance  that  in 
two  cases,  the  names  of  the  children  concerned  have  been  removed  from  the 
hospital  waiting  list  at  the  parents'  request. 

The  adult  trainees  have  been  fully  engaged  on  industrial  work  which  has 
steadily  increased  both  in  scope  and  in  quantity;  contracts  embracing  a 
variety  of  articles  have  been  fulfilled.  The  County  Council's  payments  to 
patients  scheme,  introduced  during  the  week  commencing  5th  April,  has  provided 
a  welcome  incentive  and  has  been  appreciated  by  the  trainees  affected. 

The  total  disbursements  under  the  scheme  amounted  to  £394*  8s.  Od.  during 
the  year.

Psychiatric  Patients 


The  shortage  of  beds  in  Middlewood  Hospital  showed  no  sign  of  improvement 
and  it  was  necessary  on  occasions  to  defer  admission  arrangements;  this  was 
particularly  so  in  the  case  of  elderly  patients  and  was  largely  due  to  the 
bed  blockage  in  the  hospital* s  geriatric  ward  resulting  from  the  continued 
detention  of  persons  ‘no  longer  in  need  of  treatment  but  whose  discharge  could 
not  be  effected  by  reason  of  the  inability  of  the  relatives  or  Welfare 
Authorities  to  provide  accommodation.  One  elderly  female  patient  was  still 
awaiting  admission  to  the  hospital  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  referred  to  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers,  297  cases  being  reported  compared  with  238  in  the  previous 
year.  Assistance  was  provided  in  securing  the  admission  of  85  persons  to 
hospital,  49  of  whom  agreed  to  enter  informally.  Of  the  patients  admitted, 

4  died  in  hospital,  70  were  discharged  after  varying  periods  of  treatment  and 
11  were  still  detained  at  the  year  end.  Whilst  the  length  of  stay  varied 
from  one  week  to  six  months,  66$  of  the  patients  admitted  were  discharged 
within  eight  weeks. 

Arrangements  for  clinical  follow-ups  were  made  in  comparatively  few 
cases  but  an  increasing  number  of  patients  were  referred  for  after-care.  In 
many  instances,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  had  had  no  previous  contact  with 
the  person  referred  as  admission  to  hospital  had  been  the  result. of  a 
direct  approach  by  the  family  doctor  or  some  other  practitioner;  it  would  be 
helpful  in  such  cases  if  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  could  be  supplied  with 
prior  notice  of  discharge  to  enable  him  to  visit  the  patient  in  hospital  and 
establish  a  satisfactory  working  relationship  before  actual  discharge  takes 
place.  So  far  as  after-care  is  concerned,  concentrated  effort,  coupled  with 
patience  and  understanding,  is  required  in  the  majority  of  cases;  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  assistance  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  provided 
enabled  a  large  number  of  patients  to  resettle  at  home  and  resume  their  normal 
life  in  the  community.  It  is  considered  that  some  form  of  occupational 
therapy  would  be  of  great  help  in  many  cases;  in  the  absence  of  sheltered 
workshops,  the  appointment  of  a  craft  instructor,  qualified  to  provide 
handicraft  instruction  in  a  patient’s  home  would  make  an  effective 
contribution  towards  meeting  the  need  which  at  present  exists. 

Mentally  Subnormal  Patients 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  198  patients  (compared  with  197  at  31*12.63) 
were  on  the  Care  and  Guidance  list  and  were  receiving  home  visits  from  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers.  Of  this  number,  111  were  attending  Maltby 
Training  Centre,  1  was  awaiting  entry  thereto,  18  were  in  employment,  46 
were  occupied  at  home  and  22  were  neither  capable  of  any  form  of  employment 
or  occupation  nor  suitable  for  Centre  training. 

Admission  to  permanent  hospital  care  was  secured  in  3  cases  during  the 
year  and  the  number  on  the  waiting  list  was  reduced  to  5 •  There  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  short-stay  hospital  beds  and  11 
patients  were  admitted  to  temporary  accommodation  of  this  nature. 

The  Special  Care  Unit  at  Maltby  Training  Centre  is  admitting  practically 
all  the  low  grade  subnormal  children  in  the  Division  when  they  reach  the 
age  of  5  years.  It  is  estimated  that  the  number  in  attendance  will  reach 
20  in  a  year's  time  and  will  then  steadily  increase;  an  extension  of  the  Unit 
in  the  form  of  an  additional  classroom  would  now  appear  to  be  necessary.

The  question  of  scrupulous  personal  hygiene  was  thrown  sharply  into 
focus  in  June  by  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak.  Apart  from  visiting  all 
local  food  shops  and  catering  establishments  to  check  on  brands  of 
corned  beef  in  stock,  I  took  the  opportunity  to  stress  to  the  personnel 
concerned  the  need  for  full  compliance  at  all  times  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  However,  on  the  whole,  I  find  that  local  traders  and 
catering  personnel  appreciate  the  need  for  an  importance  of  hygienic 
practices;  but  even  so  it  does  no  harm  on  occasions  to  drive  home  the 
untold  harm  which  could  be  caused  by  the  slightest  deviation  from  such 
practices. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  MD  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


As  far  as  it  is  reasonably  possible  to  ascertain,  all  local  premises 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  have  been  registered;  and  steady 
progress  is  being  made  with  ’general  inspections'  of  same. 

The  organisation  of  the  admins t rat ive  requirements  and  the  actual 
inspection  work  has  taken  up  a  considerable  amount  of  time;  but  the  full 
assimilation  of  the  contents  of  the  unparallelled  number  of  circulars  and 
regulations  issued  in  the  short  time  during  which  the  Act  has  been  operative, 
has  also  made  great  demands  upon  one's  limited  time. 

I  use  the  word  'limited’,  because  work  under  the  Act,  whether 
administrative  or  practical,  must  proceed  in  conjunction  with  the  other 
day-to-day  work  of  the  Department  -  including  an  extensive  survey  of  tenant ec 
houses  in  connection  with  the  Housing  Act,  1964* 


Rate  of  progress  on  'general  inspections'  may  appear  somewhat  slow 
numerically,  but  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  most  cases  the  opportunity 
is  taken  to  explain  the  various  requirements  of the  Act  to  occupiers  and 
also  to  discuss  with  them  ways  and  means  of  rectifying  shortcomings.  Such 
interviews  serve  to  maintain  good  relations  and  obviate  possible 
misunderstandings ;  and  here  I  must  interpose  a  word  of  praise  for  occupiers 
of  those  premises  so  far  inspected  for  readily  affording  facilities  for 
inspection  and  their  general  willingness  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

Generally  speaking,  the  main  standards  are  good;  particularly  in 
food  shops,  where  regular  inspections  made  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  i960,  had  already  insured  that  many  of  the  requirements  of  this 
new  Act  were  in  being. 


Following  inspections  made  to  date,  the  occupiers  of  some  53  shops,  etc 
have  been  notified  regarding  shortcomings,  and  these  latter  are  analysed 
in  the  statistical  tables  attached  hereto.

Twice  as  many  complaints  as  in  1963  were  dealt  with.  At  first 
glance,  one  might  assume  that  rodent  infestation  was  more  widespread 
in  the  area?  but  I  do  not  consider  this  so,  as  in  the  majority  of  cases 
the  infestations  were  very  slight  indeed.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
people  are  less  reluctant  than  hithertofore  to  report  the  presence  of 
rats  or  mice,  and  I  welcome  their  co-operation.  Nevertheless,  I  also 
feel  that  more  attention  could  be  paid  to  disposal  of  food  scraps  -which 
serve  as  an  attractant. 

SWIMMING  POOL 

Three  samples  were  taken  during  the  season  of  water  from  the  inlet 
and  outlet  of  the  open-air  pool.  All  proved  satisfactory  from  both 
bacteriological  and  ’’free  chlorine”  standpoints.

Obviously,  after  such  periods  we  must  requisition 
additional  labour  and  transport  from  the  Highways  Department  to  adjust 
collection  schedules  and  these  are  not  always  readily  available.  However, 

I  must  take  this  opportunity  to  express  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
afforded  by  the  Surveyor  and  General  Foreman,  and  also  for  the  services 
of  the  oft-forgotten  men  who  play  such  a  vital  role  in  the  public  health 
field  by  giving  the  public  a  regular  weekly  service  in  all  weathers. 

It  is  surprising  and  frustrating  to  find  there  are  still  those 
people  lacking  in  civic  pride  who  despoil  our  open  spaces  with  all  manner 
of  litter  and  rubbish.  I  make  no  apology  for  mentioning  this  matter  again, 
because  I  think  the  inconsiderate  actions  of  these  people  are  unnecessary 
when  we  offer  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  and  a  full  collection 
on  request  of  any  bulky  household  refuse.  Surely  it  is  less  trouble  to 
request  a  collection  than  to  furtively  manhandle  the  rubbish  to  the  nearest 
open  space.
